sas Power & Light Co. chal- 
lenged the Federal Power Com- 
mission Wednesday because the 
commission says AP&L has to

New Fad May 
Be a Boon 
to Gambling

LOS ANGELES (AP - This 


city of fads has a new craze: an 
easy-to learn card game which 
offers the house a take of $10,000 
a day. Police fear it may give 
organized gambling a legal foot' 
hold 
in California and many 


other states. 


The game is called pangu- 


ingue (pang-ging-gi), an import 
from the Philippines via Las 
Vegas, Nev. Its fans usually 
shorten the name to pan. 


Pan clubs have sprung up in 


seven cities and several unin- 
corporated areas of Los Angeles 
County this summer, and vice- 
squad officers,so far and power- 
less to stop them. 


Two court rulings this week 


opened the door even wider to 


pan club operators. 


Superior Court Judge Harold 


F. Collins issued temporary in- 
junctions preventing .Los 
An- 


geles and Santo Monica police 
from 
arresting members 
of 


clubs where Ihe game is played. 


His reasoning: Pan, 
nevfer 


before widely played in this 
stale, is not listed among the 
games specifically banned by 
California law. 


Appeals are under way, .but in 


Ihe meantime police expect pan 
clubs to mushroom, reaping 
millions of dollars pending final 
determination. 


Pan uses eight decks of cards, 


with each of five to eight play- 
ers being dealt 10 cards per 
hand. The object, as in rummy, 
is to meld or lay down runs of 
cards. Each player antes a chip 
worth 50 cents or. more, depend- 
ing on table rules, and the pot 
goes to the player who lays 
down all cards first. 
! The house does not take a per- 
centage of the pot — this is pro- 
hibited by state law — but does 


frff 


collect one chip from each pot 
as table rental. 


The take is staggering. 
Capt. Harry Nelson of the Los 


Angeles Vice Division says eflch 
hand lasts only two to three 
minutes, and thus ond club can 
collect as much as $10,000 n 
day, or more than $3 million a 
year. 


"It's obvious that this kind of 


money is bound to attract crimi- 
nal elements," Nelson says.

on in Los Angeles? 


"It seems fairly clear 
that 


somebody is promoting it," says 
Nelson. "Operators have found 
out that it is very attractive to 
housewives. It requires little if 
any skill and goes very fast."

Faubus would not say if the
